The 2 hole and 4 hole groups are for beginners and an 
adult must walk with each child to provide supervision 
and safety. 


Adult volunteers will walk with the 9 hole group to 
provide additional instruction, especially etiquette 
training.

GOLF PLAYING RULES

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TEN THINGS TO REMEMBER 

1. Play golf - socialize at lunch. 

Replace divota. 

2. Scores for previoua hole marked on card at next tee. 
Replace divota. 

3. Take one practice awing. 

Replace divota. 

4. Juniors carry own baga. 
Replace divota. 

S. Only players on greens. 
Replace divots. 

6. Juniors place bags top side or back of greens and 
attend flag; second to last to putt replaces flag. 

7. Pull carta - off greens and fringe; never between 
traps and greens. 

8. Traps - never walk in them unless hitting a ball; 
after raking trap set rake juat inside trap with 
tinea down. 

9. 4-hole group - adults set pace (1 hour to 1 hour 
20 minutes). 

10. Putting - putt one at a tine (others step back); 
walk around balla, not in line to the hole; mark 
balls and take turns putting (furthest from hole 
ia firat); two atroke penalty for hitting another 
ball or flag stick, when picking ball out of hole, 
lean over ao you do not atep near hole or on the 
edge of it.

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Count all satrokea - even whiffa. 


When asked to count putts, count putts on the 
green (not fringe) and record under the total 
score for each hole. 


All putts muat be aunk. Any junior “picking 
up” on @ hole will be out of that day’s cona- 
petition, but may turn in the acore for 
handicap poating.
